Dr. Parker called for a show of 


hands of teachers 'who are in their 
first year in the profession. He 
called them "the chosen people on 
the face of the earth" and added 
that they face the "greatest chal- 
•fenge the world has to offer." 


He said that teachers achieve a 


"kind of immortality" by sending 
their views throughout the world 
in the minds of their students. He 
said that young men in the service 
of their country 'Relieve in liberty 
because it was taught in your 
classrooms and when one falls, a 
part of you stays in that foreign 
land where the boy gave his life." 


Four Problems 
• Dr. Parker said that the four 
main problems facing the schools 
today are: (1) Criticism that the 
fundamental three R's are not 
being taught; (2) failure of teach- 
ers to reach all their students in- 
tellectually; (3) demands by the 
communities that the schools do 
everything and 
(4) accusations 


that the school system is Godless 
and has no appreciation of moral 
and spiritual values. 
V Dr, Parker explained that today 
teachers reaxih between 80 and 90 
per cent of the children in a com- 
munity with I.Q.''s ranging from 
£0 to 130. 


Diploma Not Enough 


"Some businessmen feel that 


just because a person has a high 
school diploma he should be able 
to succeed in any job, and if he 
fails, the schools are accused of 
not teaching the fundamentals." 
|pr. Parker suggested that school 
Tioards explain their problems to 
the people so that they will see 
some of the difficulties the teach- 
ers face. 


On the second point he said that 


surveys show that the majority of 
teachers come from middle income 
environments while the majority 
of pupils in the schools come from 
the lower income groups. 


"This difference in backgrounds 


;es it difficult for the teachers 


:o know what kind of experiences 
the children have had and these 
gaps must be bridged. We must 
get the children to understand 
what we have in mind. Every 
teacher should keep well versed in 
child psychology and well-read on 
education." 


Too Much Pressure 


He stated that too much pres- 


sure is put on schools by various 
£uvic and business groups to under- 
take all sorts of activities other 
than regular education. "We must 
define the scope of operations of 
the system within a county. The 
school system can be spread out so 
thin that we can't do any good." 


Answering 
charges 
that 
the 


schools are 'Godless institutions,' 
Dr. Parker said. "I believe the ma- 
jority of our instructors are God- 
fearing and devout. What critics 
jthmk of when they say 'relgious 
teaching' is instruction for some 
specific sect in the schools. We 
must give our students a back- 
ground in spiritual and moral val- 
ues. No matter how much physics, 
chemistry and atomics we know, 
they cannot save democracy." 


"Teach your students the demo- 


cratic principals and leave the 
teaching of religion to the church- 
es and the homes. We must expect

The attempt of State's

and Wheat of Freeport are correct 
in their contention that the ballot- 
ing was in accordance with the 
law. 


Organization Ignored Bracken 
The controversy grew out of the 


difficulties of last spring, when 
the Lee County Republican Cen- 
tral committee refused to consider 
the candidacy of Atty. Robert L. 
Bracken of Dixon, who had al- 
ready demonstrated a considerable 
strength among the voters. The

No exception are the homes of 
Paul B. Stevens and Arthur C. 
Purdy. partners in the Chicago 
architectural firm of Burgos, 
Stevens & Purdy. 


Bent on getting out of the 


crowded city where they could 
have the advantages of a nostalgic 
countryside and naturally rolling 
land, the two architects picked 
sites side by side in the bend of an 
unimproved street at the edge of 
this historic little city on the Fox 
river. Their houses hug the con- 
tours of the generous lots they

For Chronic Worriers 


Chronic worriers can conquer their fears jf they would 


assume a systematic approach to their problems. That, says 
Dr. Irwin A. Berg, Northwestern university psychologist, is 
the way to keep worry in its place and make it help, not hin- 
der you. 


It's normal to worry, says Dr. Berg. But when you 


worry to the point where you cannot enjoy what you are do- 
ing now because you are concerned about what you should 
do next, or what you should have done earlier, then it's time 
to start channeling your worries,. Dr. Berg suggests six mas- 
- ter controls to keep worry in its'normal place.

First, localize your worries. Don't just "worry," but 


think of your worries as things to do—and do them. 


Second, make little worries out of big ones. If you're 


worried about attaining some future goal, concentrate on 
each step to the goal, and the final one won't appear so dis- 
hearteningly distant 
*

Third, make a list of things to do. Such a list is insur- 


ance that you won't worry about forgetting anything. 


Fourth, ask yourself what will happen if any particular 


item on your list isn't done on schedule. Usually, it's not so 
bad as you think. 


Fifth, allow for emergencies. 
Sixth, after you know what you have to do, do it! When- 


ever possible, do the least pleasant tasks first, so they won't 
be hanging over your head. 


Many worriers have found that such "a systematic ap 


proach to getting things done has given them greater free 
dom and peace of mind. 


Have You Wondered? 


Why is Christmas always a certain date, regardless of 


the day, while Easter is always a certain Sunday, regardless 
of the date? 
Early churchmen believed Christ was born on the 25th 


of December and so celebrated that date. Modern scholars, 
however, believe the exact date is unknown and that the one 
fixed upon was set arbitrarily. Easter's date varies each 
year, of course, because it falls on the first Sunday after the 
first full moon following the spring equinox, March 21, on 
our calendar. This date can therefore shift between March 
22 and April 25.

Sunday, which happened that year to be also the time of the 
Jewish Passover festival. The Gentile Christians therefore 
celebrated the resurrection on Sundays. The Christians who 
had been Jews observed it on the date of the Passover fes- 
tival, whether it was a Sunday or not. The difference was 
resolved finally in 325 by the Council of Nicaea, the first as- 
sembly representing the entire church. The council decided 
that Easter should be celebrated on the same day throughout 
the Christian world and establish the present method of fix- 
ing the date.

If I fail to write about spastic 
olon for a few months a number 
f correspondents are sure to write 
or information on this subject. 
Consequently, although nothing 
eally new has developed about 
pastic colon or irritable bowel, 
ere I go again. 
First diarrhea and then consti- 
ation often accompanied by dis-

p-owling sounds are the common 
igns of this widspread ailment, 
ilost of those who have a spastic 
olon think that they are consti- 
ated because after a period of 
airly loose movements, there may 


a. delay of a day or more before 


another occurs. 


This idea is wrong. The waste 


material is passing through the 
xwels too fast rather than too 
lowly. The wave-like motions of 
the intestines which carry the 
vaste matter downward occur too 
ften 
and 
produce 
discomfort. 


When there is nothing remaining 
n the bowel, there can, of course, 
ie no bowel movement no matter 
low the wave-like motions occur. 


People who are nervous,' thin, 


and easily upset are especially 
ikely to become afflicted. The 
nervous system sends unconscious 
messages to the bowel which 
causes the intestinal waves to 
come more frequently. This, of 
:ourse, makes the symptoms of a 
jpastic colon worse. Nearly every- 
one who has it, therefore, notices 
that the symptoms are worse 
vhen they are angry, anxious or 


annoyed. 


Some foods, particularly .raw 


fruits and vegetables? irritate the 
walls of the bowel and stimulate 
the intestines to increased peri- 
staltic waves. Cathartics do the f 
same thing only more so.

DIET IMPORTANT 


The strain of modern living, 


therefore, has an unfavorable ef- 
fect. The diet, to, is of course im- 
portant. The laxative foods and 
cathartic drugs should be avoided. 
A diet which contains a high pro- 
portion of what are called bland 
foods is therefore desirable. 


Such a diet consists largely of 


'such foods as cooked cereals, milk W 
products, creamed soups, eggs, 
and fish. Drugs may help some- 
what but it is best whenever pos- 
sible to do without any drugs as 
they merely bring temporary re- 
lief. 


A disappointing feature of this 


uncomfortable but not dangerous 
condition is that even when re- 
covery seems to be complete, al- 
most any nervous strain or indis- 
cretion in eating will start It off 9 
again.

Discuss Rules Before Playing

The question of an eighth card 


in a canasta keeps coming up. 
The best way to clear this point 
up is to explain the rule first and 
then to answer the questions that 
are usually asked on this point. 


A canasta is a meld of 'at least 


seven cards of the same rank. It 
s not necessarily a meld of exact- 
ly seven cards. It may contain, 
eight cards, nine cards, ten cards, 
or even eleven cards. That has al- 
ways been the official rule, and no 
authority has ever dreamed of 
changing it-. 


The only limitation on the cards- 


in a canasta is that there may be 
no more than three wild cards. 
There is no limit to the number 
of natural cards that may be 
melded in a canasta—except the 
fact that there are only eight 
natural cards in the deck. 


The confusion is caused by the 


fact that some players follow 
a "house" rule by which the 
number of cards in a canasta is 
limited to seven. This has never 
been the official rule. 


Nobody can prevent you from 


following this house rule if you 
wish to do so. But if you do, let 
me remind you of two things: 
firsf, it is a very poor rule and 
may land you ta hopeless tangles;

Tularemia 


The Illinois Health Messenger 


in a recent issue reminds us to 
be careful of Tularemia 
when 


hunting season opens Nov. 11. 
Illinois averages 75-100 cases a 
year, with these cases from prac- 
tically every section of the state. 
Tularemia resembles plague and 
can be confused with it easily. 
It's found in all forms of wild ani- 
mals and wild birds. The domes- 
ticated rabbit thus far is free of 
this disease. 


Direct contact with infected rab- 


bits, which comes generally as 
they are prepared for eating, is 
where a man gets tularemia. It 
might also come from meat that 
has not been thoroughly cooked. 
Insects may also be other sources, 
especially blood sucking ones, and 
some contaminated drinking wa- 
ter. 


The tularemia organism gains 


entrance to the body through a 
break in the skin or through the 
mucus membrane; usually an ul- 
cer appears where the organism 
entered. 


At onset tularemia begins with 


chills, fever, headaches, vomiting 
and sweating. 
Swelling and pain 


are often noted hi sweat glands. 
Help can be given through use of 
antibiotics, but it is much easier 
to prevent the diseases. 


Sportsmen should avoid shoot- 


ing slow-moving rabbits, or those 
brought in by a cat or dog. 


Avoid bites 
of blood-sucking 


ticks and flies—avoid squashing 
ticks between fingers. 
If bites 


occur disinfect promptly, though 
this measure is no guarantee. 


Wear rubber gloves when dress- 


ing wild rabbit and see that it is 
well cooked. No red juice should 
be remaining around" the bone. 
Usual refrigeration does not kill 
the tularemia organism.

Long-Standing Method 


The method used in counting the 


votes was the one advised by the 
secretary of state and was used 
all over "Illinois in that election, as 
in every election, and was well ad- 
.vertised by the county clerk of Lee 
county 
in his instructions 
to 


judges of election. 


Before the election State's At- 


torney Pires, after exhaustive re- 
search, found no-fault and made 
no objection to the instructions 
for vote counting, nor did any 
other official, but after he was de- 
feated Pires brought suit, claiming 
th» method of counting was wrong 
and asking for a recount of the 
ballots and a new system of count- 
ing. Pires' court action seemed to 
disregard completely the clear and 
apparent intention of the great 
majority of voters of his home 
county to give preference to 
Bracken over Pires in the judicial 
election. 


Fires' Allegations 


The motion filed by Robert L. 


Bracken, the same motion being 
filed by Judges Wheat and Zick 
presented to Judge Carroll for his 
decision the question as to wether 
or not the ballots to the election 
had been correctly counted by the 
election judges.

• test the election alleged two rea- 
• aotts why the ballots should be 


recounted. 


First, that when a voter placed 


a cross in the party circle, for 
instance, placing a cross in the

ing over to the a cross before 
'the name of Robert L. Bracken 
on the Democratic ticket that he 
had voted for all three of the Re- 
publican judges, Wheat, Zick and 
Pires, and that by making a cross 
in the square before the name of 
Bracken, who was a candidate on 
the Democratic ticket, that the 
voter had voted for four candi- 
dates instead of three to b« elect- 
ed. 


Clearly Indicated 


Judge Carroll in his memoran- 


dum opinion held that by placing 
a mark in the square in front of 
the name of Bracken the voter 
'clearly indicated his intention to 
vote for Bracken and that the 
' ballot itself advised the voters 
that they could vote for three can- 
didates if they saw fit to exercise 
their full privilege of voting for 
' three candidates but that by indi- 
cating his intention to vote for 
Bracken alone, by placing a cross 
in the square before his name, he
